legal. 
It will be remembered th at a test 
action was brough t in th s county by 
W. R. Newman, as deputy assessor, 
against th e county auditor, to com­ 
pel h im to draw a w arrant under th e 
new act. 
Judge Wilbur of Los An­ 
geles, sitting in th is court, decided 
against th e raises. 
Th e 
case was 
taken to th e Appellate court of th is 
district, and th e act was uph eld in 
th e case. 
District 
Attorney 
Davis 
wanted to take th e case to th e Su­ 
preme court, but County Auditor Les­ 
ter decided to draw th e 
warrants, 
and with out h is client ih e district a t­ 
torney could not go to 
th e 
h igh er 
court. 
In th e meantime, an action bring­ 
ing into q uestion th e legality 
of a 
raise provided in San Mateo 
county , 
was brough t in th e Appellate court 
at San Francisco. 
District Attorney 
Davis entered th e case with a brief. 
Th e action was one in wh ich Pauline 
E. Hanson, as an additional deputy 
for an office th at h ad never 
before 
h ad a deputy , was plaintiff, and th e 
auditor was defendant. 
Th e decision h olds th at wh ere an 


office already h as deputies, additional 
deputies may be provided, but th at 
wh ere a lump sum is allowed to cov­ 
er compensation and ex penses of an 
office an additional deputy is an in­ 
crease in co mpensatio n and 
cannot 
| be allo wed.

Th is 
morning 
District 
Attorney 
Davis served th e following notice on 
County Auditor Lester: 
"To Cal D. Lester, County Auditor 
of Orange County :—You will please 
take notice th at a recent decision in 
tne District Court of Appeals of th e 
n r s t Appellate District of California, 
in th e case of Hanson vs. Underh ill, 
just received, decides th at 
deputies 
provided for county officials wh o did 
not h ave deputies provided by law 
prior to th e act of March 25, 19 09 , 
being section 4244 of th e 
Political 
Code of California, are not legally 
entitled to h ave w arrants drawn in 
th eir favor to h ave 
th eir 
salaries 
paid out of th e county funds. 
“You will 
th erefore 
take 
notice 
th at y ou cannot legally draw .war- 
rants in favor of any such deputies 
for th e pay ment of th eir salaries out 
of th e county funds of Orange county , 
as such w arrants are illegal and not 
auth orized by law.

appellate district decided only

wh ere deputies were already provid- 
eu oth ers could be added, and th at it 
did not touch th e q uestion of adding 
a deputy wh ere an office was on a 
lump sum basis. 
Attorney s Williams 
& Rutan, wh o represented th e court­ 
h ouse officials backing th e Newman 
action, take th e view th at it is not a 
q uestion of h ow an individual office is j 
compensated as it is h ow th e county | 
as a class is designated; th at a coun­ 
ty may be considered a county with 
all offices on a lump sum basis, or— 
even wh ere one office only h as a lump 
sum for th e principal and provision 
for deputies—as on a lump sum and 
deputy basis. 
Th e deputies h ave all been draw­ 
ing th eir salaries under th e new law, 
ex cept Deputy District Attorney Fin­ 
ley . 
Wh eth er or not th e San Mateo case 
will be taken to th e Supreme court 
is not known h ere.

When we consider how much de­ 
pends upon a s ck person having the 
proper kind of food one feels that 
too much thought or care can not be 
given to this subject. 
Not only must 
the food be nourishing, but it must be 
daintily served in order to tempt the 
capricious appetite. 
It is not unusual 
to 
offer 
the 
same food two or three times, 
and 
surprise is expressed if it is refused. 
Offer only a small amount at a time, 
and if any is left throw it away. 
Oatmeal gruel is superior to corn 
meal, as it is less irritating to the 
stomach. 
Cook the oatmeal thorough­ 
ly, strain and add an equal amount 
oi milk, season with salt and cook a 
few minutes longer. 
In making flour 
gruel be very careful to have it thin; 
a pasty gruel is positively nauseating. 
In , making beef tea trim all the 
fat off very carefully and cook slow­ 
ly for three 
or 
four 
hours, 
then 
strain. 
As beef tea is more 
of 
a 
stimulant than a food, bread should 
be served with it if the 
patient is 
able to take solid 
food.' For 
this 
1 purpose trim the crust from a slice of 
i bread, cut into one inch square pieces 
and brown in the oven. 
Chocolate or cocoa is a very nour- 
1 ishing drink if not made tdo rich and 
thus overtax the stomach. 
Toasted 
Graham wafers are 
very 
nice 
to 
serve with it. 
Rice is one 
of 
the 
safest foods, especially 
if there is 
any bowel trouble,* but it 
must 
be 
cooked until perfectly soft, for even 
rice if half cooked may be injurious. 
Cream toast is liked by most peo­ 
ple. 
A simple way of making it is 
to heat half a cup of cream, season 
with salt and pour over a slice of 
bread well browned 
and 
buttered. 
Let it stand a few minutes 
before 
serving. Plain boiled custards should 
take the place o f heavy steamed o r 
baked custards,.
